N Ot only cur own, but all the Bodies we converge 
with and make u(e of, Animals, Vegetables and 
Minerals, rife out of the Earth. Which therefore is a 
Subject of fo great Notice and Confederation, much to be 
wondred the Ancients fhould have beftow’d fo little Time 
ox Thought upon it; and the more becaufe many of them 
were fo ex*# in the choice of what they were to treat up¬ 
on. But Georgius Agricola was the firft we know of, that 

about 
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about i^o years ago attempted any thing to purpofe oti< 
this fubjed. His living in a confiderable Mine Country , 
and his great converfe with Ores and Minerals gave 
him a mighty opportunity of advancing- this Knowledge: 
And his Learning and Diligence were both very extraor¬ 
dinary. But the greater part of his Labour was employ’d 
in fetting forth the Ways of working the of dif- 
covering and ordering the Ores of Metals and Minerals , 
and in endeavouring to afcertain which particular Sorts 
of them the Ancients meant by their Names, rather than in 
clearing up the Natural Eiflory of them. Not but that he 
made fome Progrefs in this too, and very great for the 
time in which he liv’d, when Natural Studies were only 
in their Infancy : So great that none of the Writers of Foj* 
fils fince his time have comenearhim. Indeed’the great- 
eft part of them h^ve done little more than copy from his 
Writings. But of late there hath been fuch a view given 
the World of the Extent, the Ufe and the Importance of 
this Study, as to have recommended it to the Purfuit of 
fomeoi the mo QtdifcerningNaturalifls of the Age. Amongft 
thefe is Dr Sceuchzer of Zurich, the Author of this Specimen , 
who along with Real Learningtmd great Per fond Abilities , 
has {hewn a vaftdeal of Diligence in his~ Inquiries into this 
pari of Nature. That City has been very happy in pro¬ 
ducing federal, who have bent their Thoughts this way. 
The works of Conradus Gefnerus , who was one of the 
greateft Genius of the lafi Age, and Jacobus Wagner ms 
Natural Eiflory of Switzerland, are Injiances of this. 
Everybody knowswhat vaft Mountains there are in that 
Country . and Dr Scheuchzer with indefatigable Jnduftry , 
to fay nothing of the Expence and of the great danger of 
fuch an Undertaking, has carried his Searches and Enqui¬ 
ries to the Tops of the highefl of them. And even there 
he found variety of Sea-fhells, and other Marine Produtii * 
ons . But thefe have been alfo obferved on the highefl: 
Mountains in other parts as well as here 5 which indeed 

cannot' 
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cannot but be thought a Thing very furprizing and of 
great C&nfdcration, by alt who duly refled upon it. A.- 
long with the Descriptions of the bodies here let forth, 
the Author hath caufed Icons to be graved of all of them. 
The chief of the figured Native Fojjlls he found in this 
Country, are the Belemnites y p. 25, 44.

T He Author Vincentio Viviani , who was 80 years old 
when this Book was publifhed, and the laft alive 
©f the famous Galileos Scholars, was ever fince theyear 
1642 employed by the great Dukes of Tufcany in direct¬ 
ing the Fortifications of their Dominions, overfeeing 
their Buildings, the hanks of the Rivers, and other 
pubiick Works5 fo that he complained that he had 
not leifure to profecutc his inventions in Geometry, 
that he made in his younger days, of which this Book 
is one. 

As for his other Works they are thefe. In the year 
1659. he publilhed a Book in folio, intituled, De Maxi - 
mis & Minimis Divinatio Geometrica in ghtintum Apol- 
lomi Librum $ and he withes, that as Apollonius’s own 
fifth Book was found fhortly after, fo Ari (Ileus’s Books 
may be found after the edition of this. That Divinatio 
is the reafon why this Book, we are now to give an ac¬ 
count of, is called Divinatio Secunda. In the year 1692 
he publilhed a Treatiie in Italian , intituled, Formazione 
e Mifur a di Tutti i cieli y in confequence of an /Enigma 
ArchiteElonicum he had, under a borrowed name, pro- 
pDfed in the beginning or that year, in which divers 
learned men concerned theinfelves* Thefe are.all he 

has 
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has publifhed in Mathematicks, be sides t ;s Book, and 
two fmall pieces, containing the flurions of fome Pro¬ 
blems propofed by French Mathematicians. He dyed at 
FlorenceAn. 1703, and left a great many other Works, 
rather begun than perfect; but which, fuch as they 
are, will no doubt be acceptable to the Publick, as 
coming from one of fo great knowledge and reputa¬ 
tion in Synthetick Geometry, and Mechanical Learn¬ 
ing. 

In the Preface to this Book he gives an account of 
Arifiaus Senior Geometry as far as can be gathered from 
the Ancients, and of his Writings. This Arificeus wrote 
five Books of Conick Sections, which Euclid himfelf valued 
fo much as to imitate and add to them, as Pappus fays. 
He wrote other Five Books Ae Locis Solidis , which are 
thefe that Vittcentio Viviani pretends to reftore. Pappus 
alfo feems to (ay that he wrote a Biftory of what had 
been done in Geometry until his time. And Campanus 
in an Annotation on Prop. 1. Lib. XIV. of the Ele¬ 
ments, mentions a Book of Arificeur, intituled, Expofitio 
Sdent ice quinque Corporum , from whence it may be in¬ 
ferred that he was of the Platonick Se£f. 

Tho the Author intended five Books, as Arift<eus had 
written 5 yet he has publifhed only three, and feems 
to defpair of ever publtfbiug the other two.

there determines. 

Part 3. Prop. 43. (hews that in all the Conick Secti¬ 
ons and Circle, the Altitudines Normalium fuper Ramos 
ex vertice are ad Locum Planum 5 but from thence to the 
49, that the Normales fuper Ramos ex vertice are ad locos 
Solidos , which he there determines. 

Part 4. In the firft three propofitions from the 50 to 
the 52 inclufive, he determines the Locus Solidus of the 
Rami from the Vertex of a Circle, or from an Origine 
betwixt the Vertex and the Center, or without the 
Circle. Prop. 53».he fhews that the Rami from the Fo¬ 
cus of any Conick Sedtion eredted to the Axis are ad 
Locum planum of a right Line there determined. In the 
following Prop. p. to the 58 he determines the Loci Solicit, 
made by the Ordination of the Rami of a Parabola , 
drawn from the principal Vertex, and from an Origine in 
the Axis betwixt the Vertex and the Focus, and below 
the Focus , and above or without the Vertex. In the next 
four to the 62 he determines the Loci Solidi made by the 
Ordination of the Rami drawn from the Origine in the 
LefTer Axis of an Ellipfis to wit, either the Vertex , the 
Center,betwixt the Vertex and Center, or without the Ver¬ 
tex. From the 63 to the 68 he determines the Loci Solidi 
made by the like ordination of the Rami upon the great¬ 
er Axis of an EUipfis. From the 60 to the 77 the like is

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done in regard to the Hyperbola, where there occurs a 
greater variety, as it is here managed. The next two 
Propofitions are the like in the oppofite Seftions, where 
they fuperadd any thing to what was before faid of one 
Hyperbola. And becaufe a Reftilinear Angle may be 
confidered as an infinitely narrow Hyperbola , to wit, 
whofe tranfverfe Axis is a point, in the 80 and Jaft Pro- 
pofition of this Book he determines the Locus Solidus, 
made by the ordination of the Ram to this Angle, from 
an Origine in its Axis, either within or without the 
Angle. To this Book he fubjoyns an Epilogue, con¬ 
taining fome general Corollaries, ufeful, as he fays toward 
fome things which he intended to publifh 5 as that in a 
Circle the Loci Solidi made by the ordination of the Rami 
from an Origine in the Yertex, or within, are Parabola?, 
which are all Lines like one another j and that the Loci 
plant arifing by the ordination of the Rami from the Fo¬ 
cus of a Conick Section or Circle are ftrait Lines, which 
are alfojike Lines, and fo in other cafes, that like Loci 
arife from fuch applications. 

Part 5. The firft two Propofitions determine the Loci 
Solidi, arifing when the Tangents of the Parabola, inter¬ 
cepted betwixt the Se&iors and either the Axis or the 
Tangent in the principal Vertex, are made ordinates to 
the principal Axis. And the next two determine the 
Loci Solidi , arifing when the Hor males, either to the 
Se&ion, or to the Rami, proceeding from the principal 
Vertex , are made ordinates to. the Tangent in the faid 
Vertex.

In this he treats at large, in 71 Propofition?, of the 
the Loci both Plant and Solidi arifing from ordinates upon 
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a ftrait Line, whofe Squares are equal to the fumms or 
differences of the Rectangles and Squares of a Line, and 
its Segments and other affumed Lines, in all the variety 
and combinations thereof. 


Liber III. 


In quo Loci variorum difpofiiionumL i mites afflgnantur. 

Here is the determination of the Loci plant and Solicit 
that arife from feveral ways different from the former. 
For example, if from two given points there be draws 
feveral pairs of ftrait Lines, whofe Squares together be 
equal to a given Square, the concourfe of each pair is in 
the Locus planus of a Circle there determined. And (the 
other conditions remaining) if of each paar of Strait Lines 
one be drawn from a given point, and the other be perpen¬ 
dicular to a given ftrait Line, the concurfe is in the Locus 
Solidus of an Ellipfis there determined. Afterwards there 
are feveral Problems concerning Arithmetical, Geometri* 
cal, and Harmonica! mean proportionals betwixt two 
Extreams, and divers Methods for defcribing the Conick 
Sections by points. There are alfo fubjoyned feveral ad¬ 
denda to all'the preceding three Books. 

At the end of the Book are Prints of th e Orthography
